GENERAL  INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  CULTURE  OF  BULBS 

No  other  flowers  require  so  little  attention  ant  yet  make  such  a beautiful  show  as  do  Hyacinths, 
Tulips.  Narcissus  and  Crocus  bulbs.  These  are  simply  put  out  in  the  fall  and  given  slight  covering 
through  the  winter.  They  will  bloom  very  early  in  the  spring  when  flowers  are  scarce  and  appre- 
ciated most. 

Prices  and  Delivery — The  prices  named  in  this  catalogue  are  only  for  customers  in  Nashville. 
To  outside  points  shipments  can  be  made  by  express  or  freight,  customers  paying  delivery  charges 
at  destination.  Parcel  post  affords  an  economical  and  convenient  means  of  transportation. 

If  bulbs  and  other  small  orders  are  ordered  by  parcel  post,  please  include  in  your  remittance 
cost  of  postage.  For  amount  required,  see  notations  throughout  this  price  list. 

Outdoor  Planting — In  the  Southern  States,  for  bulbs  to  bloom  in  late  winter  and  early  spring 
outside  they  should  be  painted  from  October  1st  to  January  1st.  They  succeed  best  in  a light 
soil  and  in  a sunny  location.  If  the  soil  is  heavy,  some  sand  should  be  mixed  with  it.  If  you 
have  had  plants  growing  on  the  beds  during  the  summer,  then  add  some  well-rotted  manure,  or 
preferably  Pulverized  Sheep  Manure,  which  can  be  supplied  by  us.  Raise  your  beds  at  least  2 inches 
above  the  lawn  or  walks.  Plant  your  bulbs  at  an  even  depth,  this  insures  their  blooming  at  one 
time. 

Plant  Hyacinths  and  Narcissus  or  Daffodils  4 inches  deep  and  6 inches  apart  each  way.  Tulips, 
3 inches  deep,  4 inches  apart  each  way.  (See  diagram  at  bottom  of  page  for  distance  of  other 
bulbs.) 

Pot  Culture — In  potting,  use  light,  rich,  rather  sandy  soil;  a combination  of  about  one-third 
each  of  sand,  top  soil  from  garden  or  old  pasture  and  well-rotted  manure  or  our  Pulverized 
Sheep  Manure.  Place  the  bulbs  in  the  pots  so  that  the  top  of  the  bulb  is  slightly  covered  with 
soil,  and  after  pressing  down  firmly  that  the  soil  will  be  about  % inch  from  top  of  pot. 

Place  the  pots  in  a dark,  cool  place,  leaving  them  for  three  or  four  weeks,  always  giving  them 
enough  water  to  keep  from  getting  dry.  This  gives  them  a chance  to  make  rots.  They  may  then 
be  taken  into  the  light  and  warmth  and  will  soon  be  brought  into  flower.  Being  exposed  to  the 
light  for  the  first  time  they  are,  of  course,  very  delicate.  Care  should  therefore  be  exercised  not 
to  place  them  in  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun  for  two  or  three  days. 

Water  Culture,  in  Glasses — This  method  of  flowering  bulbs  is  always  interesting.  Dutch  Hya- 
cinths are  easily  grown  in  glasses  of  water,  and  special  Hyacinth  glasses  can  be  obtained  from  us. 
(See  cut  below  of  Hyacinth  glasses.)  The  bulbs  should  be  so  placed  that  only  the  base  of  each  or 
about  1/4  of  the  bulb  is  in  the  water,  then  place  them,  for  the  first  ten  days  or  two  weeks,  in  a 
dark,  cool  place,  to  promote  the  starting  of  the  roots,  after  which  expose  them  to  the  light  and  air 
as  much  as  possible.  The  water  should  be  changed  as  it  becomes  impure. 

Narcissus  and  Chinese  Saersd  Lily  Bulbs  are  grown  in  dishes  or  bowls  Supported  with  pebbels, 
with  the  same  water  culture  directions.  We  can  supply  very  attractive  bowls  for  growing  these 
bulbs  in.

EARLY  WHITE  FRENCH  ROMAN  HYACINTHS 

The  flowers  of  French  Roman  Hyacinths  are  smaller  than  those  of  the  Dutch  Hyacinths.  They 
are,  though,  borne  in  much  greater  abundance,  about  five  or  six  spikes  of  blooms  from  each  bulb. 
They  are  known  as  single  Hyacinths,  very  early  and  fragrant;  among  the  most  easily  cultivated 
and  most  satisfactory  of  flowering  bulbs.  Planted  in  pots  in  September  and  October,  will  bloom 
in  December.  These  are  earlier  than  the  Dutch  Roman  Hyacinths.

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TULIPS 

Tulips  Are  Our  Most  Gorgeous  and  Showy 
Early  Spring  Flowers 

It  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  anything  more  brilliant  in 
color  than  a bed  of  good  Tulips.  They  are  very  easily 
grown  and  require  little  else  than  a good,  rich,  loose  soil. 
When  planted  in  the  open  ground  the  bulbs  should  be 
about  three  inches  deep  and  four  inches  apart.  The  single 
early  varieties  may  be  forced  into  bloom  in  December  if 
planted  before  the  middle  of  October. 

The  culture  of  Tulips  is  the  same  as  that  of  Hyacinths. 
Tulips  are  perfectly  hardy,  so  only  a slight  protection  is 
required  from  extreme  cold  and  sharp  winds.  (See  cul- 
tural directions  inside  front  cover  page.) 

When  Tulips  show  a tendency  to  bloom  just  above  the 
bulbs,  they  must  be  kept  longer  in  the  dark  to  draw  out 
the  flowering  stems,  or  if  in  open  ground  a covering  of 
litter  will  hold  the  blooming  period  back  and  produce 
longer  spikes.  A splendid  effect  is  obtained  by  planting 
from  three  to  dozen  in  a medium  size  pot.

CHINESE  SACRED  LILY- 
ORIENTAL  NARCISSUS 

Very  Popular  for  Growing  in 
Bowls  of  Water 

These  bulbs  are  altogether  imported  from 
China,  as  they  never  give  satisfaction  grown 
elsewhere.  They  are  very  popular  on  account 
of  their  easy  growth  and  their  magnificent  bloom. 
The  most  popular  way  to  grow  this  Narcissus 
is  to  select  a bowl  from  six  to  ten  inches  across 
and  from  four  to  six  inches  deep.  Fill  the  bow) 
one-third  full  of  white  sand,  set  the  bulb  firmly 
in  the  sand  and  fill  in  around  the  top  of  the 
bowl  with  nice  white  pebbles,  reserving  a few 
of  the  largest  to  place  on  top  to  hold  the  bulb 
upright.  After  planting,  the  bowl  should  be 
filled  with  water  to  a little  above  the  bottom 
of  the  bulbs.  If  too  much  water  is  used  it 
causes  the  bulbs  to  sour.  Place  in  some  dark, 
cool  place  for  about  two  weeks  to  induce  bot- 
tom growth.  Then  bring  them  to  the  light  and 
give  them  all  the  sunlight  and  fresh  air  possi- 
ble without  letting  them  freeze.  It  is  very  es- 
sential that  fresh  water  be  given  them  at  least 
every  two  days.  The  best  way  to  water  is  to 
pour  enough  in  the  bowl  to  wash  out  all  the 
old  water  and  any  filth  that  may  have  accumu- 
lated. With  proper  care  each  bulb  will  produce 
an  enormous  amount  of  foliage  and  often  five 
or  six  spikes  of  beautiful  flowers.  The  flowers 
are  sometimes  double,  but  mostly  single.  They 
are  white,  with  a buttercup  center,  and  are  very 
fragrant.  The  bulb  may  be  grown  in  soil  the 
same  as  any  other  Narcissus.

‘SOW  SWEET  PEAS  IN  THE  FALL  FOR  EARLY  BLOOM.”— 

By  G.  W.  Kerr,  President  American  Sweet  Pea  Society.  His  reasons 
for  fall  sowing:  Q.  “Why  should  Sweet  Peas  be  sown  in  the  fall 
instead  of  spring?  A.  Because  results  are  so  much  better.  Q.  Why 
are  results  so  much  better  from  fall  sowing?  A.  Because  the  plants 
make  a stronger  root  growth  under  ideal  conditions,  come  into  flower 
several  weeks  earlier  than  sowing  made  in  spring,  and  give  a much 
longer  season  of  bloom.” 

No  flower  has  ever  gained  the  popularity  in 
so  short  a time  as  the  Sweet  Pea.  Its  develop- 
ment in  the  South  has  been  much  slower  than 
in  other  sections,  but  it  is  now  very  firmly  estab- 
lished and  gaining  rapidly  from  year  to  year. 
The  great  drawback  to  its  advancement  in  the 
South  has  been  through  an  improper  knowledge 
of  the  habits  of  the  Sweet  Pea.  It  is  necessary 
for  success  with  this  flower  to  carefully  observe 
tried  methods  of  culture. 

Culture  for  Sweet  Peas  for  Fall  Planting — 
October  and  November  have  been  found  the 
best  months  to  plant  Sweet  Peas  in  this  sec- 
tion. ONE  OUNCE  SOWS  25  FEET  OF  ROW; 
1 POUND  WILL  PLANT  ABOUT  400  FEET 
IN  DRILLS.  Would  suggest  that  you  have 
your  rows  or  drills  if  possible  running  north 
and  south.  Plant  in  double  rows  8 inches  apart 
2V2  feet  between  the  double  rows,  poles  then 
could  be  placed  between  the  double  rows  and 
wires  run  or  poultry  netting  placed;  this  would 
give  support  to  two  rows  on  trellis.  If  poultry 
netting  is  used,  use  4 to  5 ft.  2 in.  mesh. 

Dig  rows  10  inches  deep,  put  4 inches  of  well 
rotted  manure  or  prepared  pulverized  sheep  ma- 
nure and  top  soil  well  mixed.  Plant  seed  on 
this  and  cover  with  loose  black  loam  2 inches 
deep,  leaving  the  rows  open  and  fill  in  as  the 
peas  crack  through  until  you  get  to  the  surface 
of  the  soil. 

During  dry  weather  they  should  be  watered, 
thoroughly  and  frequently  and  given  an  appli- 
cation of  liquid  manure  once  a week.  When  i 
n bloom  flowers  should  be  cut  every  day  and 
put  in  water.  This  will  prevent  the  plants  from 
going  to  seed,  which  would  stop  them  from 
continuing  in  bloom.
